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Squire Samuels and Others on the Market 


HE market looked about the same from all directions. 
It was down, ’way down, 31 per cent by raw aver- 

ages, considerably more with inflationary prices taken into 
consideration. “The mid-point had dropped from some- 
where between $8,000 and $8,500 to somewhere around 
$4,500. The Thoroughbred yearling market had ceased 
to be a bonanza, and was a plain business operation again, 
apparently still solid enough. 

Having made our own advance calculations from the 
wrong data and reached an unsatisfactory answer, we dis- 
qualify ourselves from any analysis of the market and _ pass 
on a few of the numerous explanations given by others. 

(We reserve one privilege, to disagree with those who 
said it was still a strong market. “Two years ago the war 
with Japan was ending about the time the Keeneland Sum- 
mer Sales were held. Since that time a tremendous infla- 
tion has occurred. Yet the 1947 average was 11 per cent 
below that of 1945. 


weakness. 


If that is strength, watch out for 
Healthy, maybe, but not strong. ) 


The explanations depended upon where you sat. “These 
are random samples. 

“You can’t get stall room. Nearly everybody has more 
horses now than he can find room for. Practically every 
stall on Long Island is filled. Same way all over the coun- 
try. They’ve still got horses at Delaware Park, staying 
there simply because they can’t find any other place to light. 
You can’t make a schedule for the year because the track 
won’t let you know more than two weeks ahead whether 
you can get in. It has always been hard for a new man to 
break in at a track where the regulars have been taking up 
the space for years. Now it’s hard for the regulars them- 
selves. Why, I know one man... .” 

“And there’s the problem of labor. 
Them guys and their fishing! .. .” 


And _ blacksmiths. 


“Did you see how much money came out of the dis- 
tilling business into racing last year? Well, none of it’s com- 
ing this year. I guess they just don’t have as much handy 
money as they did. For that matter, everything’s dropping 
off. You can tell from the betting.” 

“There’s still a lot of money in the country, but it’s not 
loose money, like it used to be. People need it to do some- 
thing else with.” 


“You have to remember a lot of business people had 
been expecting some tax relief this year, and the president 
vetoed the bill.” 


““A man can pick and choose, these days. He doesn’t - 


have to buy his yearlings at one sale, so he just waits. There’s 
Saratoga, and the Keeneland Fall Sales, and auctions in 
other places. More horses on the market means spreading 
the money thinner. The shipping of horses is simply catch- 
ing up with demand.” 

The yearling market always reminds Del Holeman of 
a story. While the money was running free, the horse 
business gained staunch advocates whose advocacy seemed to 
having flagged a little. So Del was reminded, this time, of 
Squire Samuels. 

“During the Civil War they formed a volunteer com- 
pany in the town where I was born, and after the war one 
of these volunteers ran for county clerk on his war record. 
Old Squire Samuels, the other candidate, got up one day to 
make a speech and he said he well remembered the war 
record of his esteemed and honorable opponent. 


“*T can see him now,’ the old Squire said, ‘as he kissed 
his mother and sweetheart farewell that sunny morning, on 
this very street, under the shade of these same maples. I 
can see him as he marched away, amid tears and handker- 
chiefs and flags. 


““*These brave boys got to the forks of “Twin Creek, 
where Mr. Gayle walked out of the distillery office into the 
middle of the pike, waved them down, and asked their 
officers if they might pause a while and enjoy his hospitality, 
which they did. And along late in the afternoon they de- 
cided perhaps they had better spend the night, and get an 
early start in the morning.

On Bargain-Hunters at Keeneland 


And Surplus Reasons in N. Y. 


Although the yearling sales were off 
more than I thought they’d be, the Thor- 
oughbred market still seems to be in a 
healthy condition. Any sale within fore- 
seeable time is going to suffer in com- 
parison with the 1947 market. in which 
the conditions fell out just right—a war 
ended with wartime prosperity carrying 
over, a national feeling of at least tem- 
porary security, a big increase in racing 
patronage the season before and, except 
in New York, still in effect. and of course 
Mrs. Graham on a buying rampage. 

We very probably will not look upon 
its like again. which will be all right be- 
cause some of the conditions which pro- 
duced it weren't entirely healthy. Besides, 
if you get a breeder entirely satisfied, he 
isn’t happy. Last year the sharp increase 
from an already dizzy level caught some 
of the consignors in the early days of the 
sale off balance and they unguardedly ex- 
pressed satisfaction. A few went for days 
without thinking to mention the high price 
of oats and what help was costing. 

This year’s market left the breeders 
plenty of money and something to com- 
plain about. and this is better all around. 
A breeder, in most cases, is a sort of a 
farmer, and unless somebody is stealing 
a farmer’s products at high prices he just 
won't stand for it. 

The floor of a market always seemed 
to me more important than the ceiling. 
and there was a very solid bottom to this 
one. Before it was over everyone had 
given up even the thought of buying a 
yearling under $1,000, and while I did not 
keep any record of it, I don’t think there 
was a yearling started under that figure 
in the last two or three sales. 

As you may know, this tourist serves 
as announcer at the Lexington sales. and 
as the seats are assigned, most of the 
smaller bidders are at my left. There are 
some big ones too, and I don’t know that 
the sales company planned it that way on 
purpose, but as it works out most of the 
yearlings which go under $3.000 or so 
are sold over in that area. These buyers 
are, in the main, professional horsemen 
who have no expectation of getting a 
Derby winner—though perhaps they 
dream at night—but want instead a dur- 
able middle-class horse that will either 
win them some races or sell at a profit. If 
he turns out to have stakes class. that’s 
the prize that may always be in the pack- 
age, but that’s not the basis on which 
they buy. 

On the first day these citizens were 
hopefully trying to steal a good horse. 
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This one would stop at $2.500 and that 
one at $4,000 and another might go to 
$5.000 or $6,000. and the yearling in 
question would go on to $12.000 or more. 
It was really harder to sell less attractive 
horses on the first day than it was later. 
because the logical buyers of these ani- 
mals were still hoping they could get bet- 
ter yearlings for their money. 

On the second day all, or nearly all. 
had their sights. The man who had been 
stopping at $2,500 was going to $3,500. 
and so on up the line. And _ they: still 
weren't getting horses. In the closing 
sessions these buyers weren't bidding at 
all on the best yearlings. having appar- 
ently realized that a yearling was going 
to bring about what he was worth and 
there was no use shooting at anything 
that was out of their price range. 

I may give this circumstance undue im- 
portance, but I’ve always thought it was 
a fairly accurate gauge of the market. 
These bidders are shrewd, experienced 
horsemen, whose very living depends on 
accurate appraisal of a horse’s worth. 
They can’t afford the chances a wealthy 
buyer can take, and still less the chances 
the trainer for a wealthy stable can take. 
They've pretty near got to get a yearling 
at a little less than he’s worth. because 
this difference represents a large part of 
their ultimate profit. When they aren't 
getting the horses they want, you can be 
pretty sure the market is sound. 
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Book Value 


A species of reasoning which attributes 
the dwindling totalizator handle in New 
York at least partly to a fairly determined 
drive against bookmakers on the tracks 
seems to be gaining currency. The big 
players. several persons have explained to 
me, do not want to march up to a window 
and bet, say, $5.000 on a horse, partly be- 
cause they do not want to haul that kind 
of money around in cash, and partly be- 
cause such an action would attract unde- 
sired attention and every tout and hustler 
on the grounds would be hanging at their 
heels. The average citizen is not willing 
to believe that a man will set $5,000 in 
without knowing more than he should. 

This type of bettor, I am told. prefers 
to curl up with a good book. where his 
betting draws no public attention. Since 
big bets are ordinarily too hot to hold. the 
bookmaker keeps what he can digest and 
sends the rest into the machines, thus in- 
creasing the handle. 

It may be so, I do not know. but it 
sounds very, very queer. In the first place. 
if there are enough bettors of this magni- 
tude for their disappearance to drop the 
handle so sharply, then it seems that the 
books could round off fairly well among 
themselves without going to the totaliza- 
tor. and I know very well they are not go- 
ing to bet with the track unless they are 
forced to do so. In the second, play at 
the big windows was away off before the 
drive against on-the-grounds books began. 

Finally, it appears rather unnecessary 
to advance such devious reasoning to ac- 
count for a decrease which seems so ob- 
viously due to the high New York take-out. 
It may not make much difference to you 
whether you get $4 or $4.20 on a $2 bet. 
but on a $5,000 wager the difference is 
$500. And that is roughly the difference 
between a 10 and a 15 per cent take. If 
you assume that driving off the bookmak- 
ers drives away the big players—which is 
more than I grant—it seems to me that 
the big players would have been driven 
off anyway by the percentage. 

Why anyone gambling professionally 
should take even money in New York 
when he can get 11 to 10 in New Jersey 
is more than I can see any reason for, and 
people who keep up with such things tell 
me that you get better prices on favorites 
in New Jersey anyway, because the cus- 
tomers there, being somewhat less hard- 
bitten than the addicts at Jamaica. spread 
their play more. 


If you grant that the big professional 
players have been given one compelling 
reason for getting out-of New York, I can 
hardly see that giving them another rea- 
son matters much. The whole proposi- 
tion sounds like a bookmaker’s justifica- 
tion for himself, on the same plane as that 
silly contention that bookmakers keep in- 
terest in racing alive while racing is out 
of town. 
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Barbra B. Victor 
In Match Race 


HoL_ywoop Park 

Barbra B., a Quarter-Horse, beat *Fair 
Truckle. a Thoroughbred. by 2144 lengths 
at a quarter-mile in 2185 seconds at Holly- 
wood Park in a special match race August 
4. The net results are that some of the 
Thoroughbred people lost a few wagers 
and most of them will be careful about 
going against Quarter-Horses at the latters’ 
own special distance in the future. 

Barbra B. is a 4-year-old brown filly 
owned by Roy Gill of Tucson Ariz., and 
trained by Lyo Lee. It was reported that 
Mr. Gill and the owner of *Fair Truckle, 
Charles S. Howard. millionaire automobile 
distributor of San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, combined to put up a purse of 
$100.000 for the race. *Fair Truckle is 
a 5-year-old brown colt by Fair Trial out 
of Truckle and was bred in Ireland where 
he was purchased by Ray Bell for Mr. 
Howard. 

Barbra B., ridden by Toney Licata, who 
rides around the bush tracks of Arizona, 
didn’t beat *Fair Truckle the first jump, 
but she had it on him all the rest of the 
way. The race was started on the straight 
away at the quarter-pole with *Fair 
Truckle on the outside stall of the four- 
stall starting gate and Barbra B. on the 
inside. Johnny Longden, America’s lead- 
ing jockey, was aboard the Thoroughbred 
which took one long jump out of the gate 
and then bore in over to the rail behind 
Barbra B. 

At the eighth pole it appeared that Bar- 
bra B. was three lengths in front, but 
*Fair Truckle put on a sudden burst of 
speed for a slight gain that gave the 
Thoroughbred fans some hope. During 
the last sixteenth *Fair Truckle didn’t 
make up an inch. 


“Whew” Said Longden 


Said Longden after the race, “I beat 
her a length coming out of the gate but 
after that—WHEW brother! My 
horse lugged over to the rail right after 
the start, too, and brushed it, which didn’t 
help him any. However, I would have 
liked to have had the race run down the 
backstretch. The straight-away was green 
territory to *Fair Truckle, and he’s used 
to running down the back-stretch.” 

Said Licata, a 27-year old veteran of 
Texas and Arizona Quarter Horse racing 
in addition to some Thoroughbred jockey- 
ing in New Orleans, Ohio and other parts 
of the country: “*Fair Truckle outbroke 
my mare, but after four jumps we were in 
front, and I was never in doubt.” 

Gill reportedly bought Barbra B. last 
spring for $3,000 and she has raced only 
seven or eight times in her life and only 
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Gill is a 


three or four times this year. 
wealthy cattleman with extensive holdings 
around Tucson, Oregon and the San Joa- 


quin Valley. He is a native Californian 
but now makes his home in Tucson. 

Lyo Lee, his trainer, has been a Quarter 
Horse man all his life. The match race 
was arranged by Ray Bell. 

In reference to Barbra B.’s dam, the 
$30 purchase, at the Arizona sales it is not 
uncommon for a man to buy 12 or 14 
mares for about that much apiece, and 
then breed them to one horse. They can’t 
afford to breed them expensively or give 
them the best of care, so many of the 
foals die. Cow-ponies are usually made 
of the ones which survive, and as their 
work is hard and the terrain rugged, some 
of these don’t last long. Barbra B. showed 
extra speed in her late 2-year-old year, 
so they gave her a chance to be a racer. 

Barbra B. is by B’Ar Hunter 2nd out of 
a very cold-blooded mare who is unregis- 
tered herself as to name. No one seems 
to have an idea as to the antecedents of 
the dam who was purchased for $50 and 
then bred to B’Ar Hunter 2nd, a cheap 
Thoroughbred which won now and then 
in short sprints around the bushes. 


Thoroughbred people didn’t seem to 
take much interest in the race but air 
lines and railroads reported the night be- 
fore the race that all of Arizona seemed 
to be heading for Inglewood, home of 
Hollywood Park. The track attempted 
to discourage attendance but there were 
at least 5.000 fans on hand.

Armed and Assault 
Meet August 30 


Armed and Assault. two of America’s 
leading handicap horses, will meet over 
114 miles at Washington Park on August 
30, it was announced on August 6 by 
Benjamin F. Lindheimer, executive direc- 
tor of the Chicago track. The purse will 
be $100,000. winner take all, and the 
weights will be 126 pounds, which is the 
scale. It will be the richest two-horse 
special in the history of the American 
Turf. 

Plans for the race were initiated some 
time ago by Mr. Lindheimer. Warren 
Wright, owner of Armed, and Trainers Ben 
and Jimmy Jones agreed to the general 
details late in July. So did Trainer Max 
Hirsch when he was at Chicago to saddle 
But Why Not for her victory in the Arl-* 
ington Classic on July 26, but his accept- 
ance was contingent on the consent of 
Robert J. Kleberg, of the King Ranch. 
which owns Assault. 

Once Mr. Kleberg’s consent was gain- 
ed. Mr. Lindheimer tentatively set the 
date of the race for August 20. However, 
Armed was being pointed for the 11-mile 
Whirlaway Stakes. to be raced at Wash- 
ington Park on that day, and Mr. Wright 
expressed a desire that his gelding start 
in the event, named for the great Calumet 
Farm racer which now is at stud. Armed 
beat Challenge Me and Silvery Moon in 
the first running of the Whirlaway last 
year. 

No announcement was made as to riders, 
but it was presumed that Eddie Arcaro 
would be on Assault, and Douglas Dodson 
on Armed. 

Armed had not started at Washington 
Park through August 6, but last year he 
established a mile record of 1:35 at the 
course, under 130 pounds. On July 4 of 
this year he set a 11¢-mile record of 1:4915 
at Arlington Park, under 130 pounds. 

Assault has not raced at Washington 
Park. Last year, in his only start at a 
Chicago track, he was beaten by The 
Dude in the Arlington Classic, but it 
developed later that he was suffering from 
a kidney ailment at the time. This year 
in six starts he has won the Grey Lag. 
Dixie, Suburban, Brooklyn, and Butler 
Handicaps, finished third in the 15<-mile 
Empire Gold Cup. Trainer Max Hirsch 
did not state when he would move Assault 
to Washington Park. 


Whisk Broom 2nd’s disputed American 
record of 2:00 for 144 miles. established 
in the Suburban Handicap of 1913, under 
139 pounds, was recorded by quarters. 
224, :2315, :24445, 2444, 2314. The Holly- 
wood Gold Cup, won by Cover Up in 2:00, 
was timed in :23, 2315, :24, :2424, :252,.

STAKES AND HORSES, 


Citation Graduates 


Cum Laude 


The Calumet Farm stallion Bull Lea has 
sired so many good horses that nobody 
was surprised when his 2-year-old daugh- 
ter Bewitch won her first six starts, in- 
cluding four stakes. It was not remark- 
able, either, that Warren Wright's stable 
should have more than one good 2-year- 
old. But the odds were fairly steep 
against one establishment and one sire 
having two stakes-winning 2-year-olds re- 
maining unbeaten until late in July, as 
is the case this year. 

The second of these Calumet prodigies 
(Bewitch had been making headlines 
since the Keeneland spring meeting) was 
Citation, a Bull Lea colt out of the Hy- 
perion mare *Hydroplane 2nd. Citation 
had not exactly been kept under wraps, 
but he had not started in a stakes prior 
to the Elementary Stakes at Washington 
Park on July 30, whereas Bewitch had 
been beating colts and fillies during the 
Arlington Park meeting. And being a 
filly, she was viewed as something of a 
wonder. Until Citation came along it 
seemed as if she would be the undisputed 
ruler of the Mid-western juvenile division. 
but the colt’s two-length victory over nine 
rivals in the six-furlong Elementary en- 
titled him to at least the co-championship 
of the Chicago sector.

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In his last start prior to the Elementary. 
Citation had covered five furlongs in :58, 
setting a new track record at Arlington 
Park. In the beaten field was Gee Whiz, 
winner of the Joliet Stakes at the 
thorne Park; Queen Hairan, winner of a 
division of the Debutante Stakes at the 
New Orleans Fair Grounds; and_ the 
good winner Kandy Komfort. 

In the Elementary, he was meeting the 
fast Pinebloom, Papa Redbird, and the 
Haggin Stakes winner Roman In, besides 
some others with good records. Pine- 
bloom ran the first two quarters in :2245 
each. Citation stayed close to him. and 
the last quarter was timed in :25, making 
1:10%5 for the six furlongs. It was the 
fastest time of the year for a 2-year-old 
at a Chicago track. 

Salmagundi ran well in the stretch, but 
was two lengths behind Citation at the 
finish and a nose in front of Billings. Pine- 
bloom finished fifth. The victory was 
Citation’s fifth in five starts. 


Stymie Takes a Trip 


There have been seasons during which 
practically the only moving Stymie did 
was on the race track. He was reputed 
to be a poor shipper, and his racing was 
done over a restricted circuit. But this 
year he has left New York twice. and on 
each occasion his journeys resulted in 
victories. 


His first departure this year from the 
New York scene was to Delaware Park. 
where on July 5 he won the Sussex Handi- 
cap and $20.850. took the money-winning

championship of the world away from 
Assault, with total earnings of $595.510. 

His next start was at Jamaica, a week 
later, when he lost the leadership to As- 
sault in the Butler Handicap. Then he 
moved to Belmont Park and won the Em- 
pire Gold Cup, gaining the leadership 
again. The possibility of Assault’s taking 
the lead again, and the prospect of picking 
up an easy $40,000 or so. led Trainer 
Hirsch Jacobs to send him to Boston’s 
Suffolk Downs for the Massachusetts 
Handicap of July 30. 

Boston race-goers in 1942 had turned 
out to see Whirlaway win the 11¢-mile 
Massachusetts and supplant Seabiscuit as 
the world’s leading money winner. This 
year more than 28.000 of them were on 
hand to watch Stymie hold to his laurels, 
open up some more thousands on Assault. 

Against the Massachusetts field Stymie 
looked to be about as solid as horses ever 
get to be, and he went postward at 3 to 
10, possibly the shortest price of his ca- 
reer. The players bet $319.559 on_ the 
race, a new Suffolk record, and most of it 
went on Stymie. A minus of more than 
$25.000 resulted in the show pool. 

The race was the easiest of the season 
for the Jacobs horse. Jockey Conn Me- 
Creary, who was scoring his fourth vic- 
tory with Stymie in four tries, let him lag. 
and at one stage he was 13 or 14 lengths 
behind Agrarian-U, a New England regu- 
lar which set out to run off with the race, 
if it could be done. But it wasn’t Ag- 
rarian-U which was on hand to give Sty- 
mie a tussle at the finish. It was Elpis, 
which had won the Hannah Dustin Handi- 
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cap at Suffolk about two weeks before. 
The Helis mare passed Agrarian-U on 
the far turn and held a length-and-a-half 
lead at the head of the stretch, but she 
was no match for Stymie once the chest- 
nut horse started his run. Stymie won 
easily by 145 lengths, Elpis held second 
by a neck over Blue Yonder, which came 
from behind. 

The race was Stymie’s 107th start. 
twenty-ninth victory. His earnings reached 
§719.660. making him the first horse in 
history to pass the $700,000-mark in win- 
nings. Assault is second with $623.370. 
Armed third with $568,775. 


East and West 


Whatever deficiencies may exist in the 
male division of the William Helis racing 
stable are offset considerably by the com- 
petence of some of his fillies and mares. 
Among the older group, his 5-year-old 
Elpis has won four stakes this year, and 
recently gave Stymie a tussle in the Mas- 
sachusetts Handicap. Among the 3-year- 
old fillies his ace is Miss Kimo, which at 
Arlington Park won the Cleopatra Handi- 
cap, and at Washington Park on August 2 
won the Artful Handicap. 

The mid-western filly group was well 
represented in the Artful, and there was 
a challenger from the East, as well. This 
was Ocean Brief, a half-sister to Cable 
which had been flown from New York for 
the race at Chicago. Ocean Brief turned 
out to be a very real threat, but Proud 
Ruler stayed hard after her to the top of 
the stretch and Miss Kimo was able to 
run around her in the last three-sixteenths 
and win by 114 lengths, going away. 
Ocean Brief saved second by a head over 
the fast-closing Brownian, and Proud 
Ruler was fourth. The time of 1:2425 
over a holding track was considered ex- 
cellent. 

The Artful brought Miss Kimo’s earn- 
ings to $113,315. She was a $4,700 year- 
ling purchase at Keeneland in 1945. 


Winner from South America 


*Talon’s presence in Atlantic City’s All 
American Handicap on August 2 gave the 
],{;-mile race an inter-American complex- 
ion. But though the South American-bred 
had finished second and third to horses 
such as Assault and Armed in more im- 
portant races. he was conceded little 
chance of winning the All American. 
Round View. at 19 to 20, was the favorite. 
This was largely. it may be assumed, be- 
cause the son of *Boswell had beaten 
*Talon. Galorette. and Polynesian in the 
Monmouth Handicap on July 26 and had 
seta new track record of 2:0115 for the 
mile and a quarter. 

Round View picked up nine additional 
pounds for a total of 121 in the All Ameri- 
can, and *Talon carried only 114. Round 
View runs his best races by going to the

William Helis’ first important season as 
a yearling buyer was in 1943. At Keene- 
land and Meadow Brook he paid $213,100 
for 17 head, and he bought some cthers 
privately. Among the latter group was 
Eipis, which he bought from Mrs. John D. 
Hertz, who at that time still was selling 
most of her yearlings privately, racing the 
rest. 

Elpis did not start at two, but at three 
she won the Coaching Club American 
Oaks, and the Hannah Dustin Handicap. 
At four she won the 1,4-mile Hannah 
Dustin again, placed in other stakes. This 
year, at five, she has accounted for the 
New Castle, Comely, and Molly Pitcher 
Handicaps, and for the third consecutive 
year the Hannah Dustin. Her latest effort 
was a second to Stymie by 1% lengths in 
the Massachusetts Handicap. Upon her 
retirement she will make an outstanding 
addition to the broodmares assembled by 
Mr. Helis at his New Jersey breeding 
farm.

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front, and he did this in the Atlantic City 
race. Larky Day and Concordian also 
have early speed, and they didn’t let Round 
View get farther than a length ahead. 

At the head of the stretch Round View 
began to shorten his stride, *Talon length- 
ened his. Jockey Johnny Adams had lost 
his whip, meanwhile, but he rapped *Tal- 
on smartly with the flat of his hand, 
brought him past Larky Day and Con- 
cordian inside the eighth-pole and won by 


a head. Concordian was third, almost 
three lengths behind Larky Day, which 
lost much ground on the turn. The used- 
up Round View was fourth. 

*Talon had been second or third in 
four stakes this year, his first season in 
North America, but he had not won a 
stakes in this country.

Citation was foaled April 11, 1945, at 
Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, Lexing- 
ton. The Elementary was his first stakes 
start. first stakes victory, and his fifth con- 
secutive win of the year. He won his 
first start at Havre de Grace in April, won - 
at Pimlico and Havre in May, came out on 
July 24 at Arlington Park for his fourth 
winning effort. 

His dam, *Hydroplane 2nd, was import- 
ed from England by Mr. Wright, who 
bought her and *Quittance, another Hy- 
perion filly, from Lord Derby through the 
British Bloodstock Agency. They arrived 
at Calumet Farm in July, 1941. 

In his start at Arlington Park on July 
24, Citation set a new track record of :58 
for five furlongs, carrying 117 pounds. 
He is the fourth stakes winner of the year 
for Bull Lea (the others are Armed, Be- 
witch, and Faultless), and is the thirteen- 
th in all for the Calumet sire. 

*Hydroplane 2nd has a chestnut year-

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A Race in Retrospect: 
The Empire Gold Cup 


The Empire Gold Cup, run under the 
auspices of the Empire City Racing Asso- 
ciation at Belmont Park July 19. was one 
of the most intriguing races of recent 
years. Because it was the first effort on 
the part of a track in the United States 
to set up an international race which 
would attract top-class horses from several 
foreign countries, it became a race marked 
for special attention, and beyond that it 
touched off the imagination and set peo- 
ple wondering what might be done with 
such races in the future. 

Because of this extra attention, and the 
possibility of continuing importance, it 
appears worth while to put down a few 
notes not previously given here. 

The training of the South American 
champions. Ensueno of Brazil and En- 
deavour of Argentina, was of great interest 
to horsemen who watched its progress at 
Belmont Park. 

According to notes mostly from the 
book of Harry (Owl) Mann, dean of New 
York’s clockers. the Brazilian champion. 
Nelson Seabra’s Ensueno, and the Argen- 
tinian champion, Jorge de Atucha’s En- 
deavour, went through the following rou- 
tine before the race, always with a con- 
siderable amount of walking, jogging, and 
standing:

10 Galloped 2 or 3 miles. After about an 


hour on the track worked 14-mile in 
75025. 

11 Galloped 21. or 3 miles. 

12 Worked in :48, 1:00, 1:1345, handily. 


13 Galloped 214 miles.

a mile and an eighth in 1:51%s5. 

15 Galloping, schooling, ‘paddocking.”’ Same 
on 16th and 17th.

2:0725, 2:34. (When clockers reported 
this extraordinarily fast workout, 
Trainer Salvati said the horse wasn’t 
working, he was “just galloping.” As 
interpreted and explained later by 
English-speaking Dr. Jose Mora, train- 
er of Ensueno, Jockey Juan Pedro 
Artigas had been deceived by the big 
horse’s easy going over the fast Bel- 
mont course, and thought he was carry- 
ing out instructions to give the horse 
a gallop at less than full speed.) 

18 Five-eighths in 1:0025, under saddle. 

19 On morning of race, galloped about 11: 
miles in rain.

By contrast, Assault had walked on 
Sunday, July 13; galloped 114 miles then 
worked a half in :51 on Tuesday; worked 
115 miles in 2:31, with about 117 pounds 
up. on Wednesday; galloped Thursday; 
walked in the paddock Friday afternoon; 
and on the morning of the race galloped 
about 1144 miles and “opened up” for 
three-sixteenths (in the last quarter-mile 
of his warming-up gallop he tried to run 
away when a horse went past him.) 

Even so. second-guessers after the race 
said Assault had worked too fast on Wed- 
nesday and “left his race on the track.” 
Trainer Max Hirsch thought he could 
see the hole in this explanation: Natchez 
on the day before had worked three- 
fifths faster and in the Gold Cup had run 
the best race of his life. 

But Hirsch Jacobs diagnosed: “T figured 
I had the race won when I saw the others 
working so fast. Stymie? His only work 
for this race was five-eighths. He doesn’t 
need works. All he needs is racing. As 
long as I can run him once a week he’s 
all right.” 

A. S. Hewitt. co-owner of Phalanx. had 
an excuse for the colt’s defeat: “He didn’t 
like the way Stymie ran.” 

When Ensueno and Endeavour came into 
the walking ring before the race they got 
most of the crowd’s attention. Endeavour 
was a great hulk of a horse, apparently 
17 hands and a little plus. He strode 
along with a great feeling of confidence. 
his rider, J. P. Artigas. sitting erect and 
graceful. his back arched in, like the 
master of a school of equitation. Ensueno 
was about average size. Neither appeared 
to have quite the bloom of their North 
American opponents. 


The lack of condition was indicated by 
dullness and by the fact that the loins 
had flattened out and the flesh had re- 
treated from the backbone. 


The Maybes 


It is just possible. of course, that En- 
sueno and Endeavour were off form by 
only a little. and that their chances were 
more affected by the sloppy and un- 
familiar track than by their training. 
They both ran very well for about a mile 
and three furlongs. Then Ensueno yield- 
ed ground suddenly, possibly discourag- 
ed by the impact and pain of wet sand in 
his eye. Endeavour carried on well until 
he was almost at the eighth-pole; that is, 
he conceded the battle only after a mile 
and a half. It may be that their pedigree 


was speaking as much as other factors, 
Their sire, British Empire, did not run 
(except once) after his 2-year-old season, 
and he was by Colombo, whose get are 
not. stayers. 

There is a theory, held by a few of the 
horsemen most conversant with form in 
both countries, that the best South Ameri- 
can class is, on the average, about ten 
pounds under the best in North America. 
However many excuses may be made for 
the invaders, this opinion will probably 
gain adherents because of the Gold Cup 
result. But it cannot be accepted as 
“solid” until trials have been made on 
their home grounds, or neutral grounds, 

The writer does not accept this thesis, 
considering it not necessarily untrue, but 
certainly unproved. Horses brought here 
from Argentina appear to have come 
closer to reproducing their home form 
than horses imported from any other coun- 
try. possibly expecting Ireland. It is un- 
likely that even the strongest adherents 
of the American horse will wish to claim 
that he is ten pounds better than the 
horses of all other countries. 

When our U. S. Thoroughbreds have 
gone abroad, accepting the handicaps of 
shipment. change of climate, change of 
tracks, and change of routine, and have 
shown themselves consistently superior to 
the best foreign horses, then we can begin 
to make clams of leadership. 

Until then it seems safer to assume. thal 
tiie best horses may come from any of 
the mere prominent racing countries, just 
as they may come from any part of the 
United Staics where higt-ciass breeding 
stock happens to be concentrated. 

That is the task of international racing. 
to find the world’s best horses. Obviously 
we are not going to make fair comparisons 
of U.S. and foreign class by racing only 
in the 

For nearly a century high-class Ameri- 
can horses have been going to England to 
be tested against the best horses there. 
These expeditions have been strictly on an 
occasional basis, and have always required 
long-term plans. The day when a cham- 
pion is crowned and flies almost immed- 
iately to a European country especially for 
an “international” race is not yet in sight. 
Entries for the Grand Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe, for instance, closed July 8, 
and it is unlikely that it ever crossed the 
mind of Bob Kleberg or Warren Wright 
or Hirsch Jacobs to nominate Assault, 
Armed, or Stymie. 


The morning after the Empire Gold 
Cup the writer, thinking vaguely of some 
remote Are de Triomphe and some Sty- 
mie of the future, asked Hirsch Jacobs 
whether he thought Stymie could run on 
the grass at Longchamp. 

“Oh. he could run on turf all right.” 

And up and down hill? 


“Yes. he could do that. too.”

But there was no great reason just now 
to ask Hirsch Jacobs further questions 
along that line. He had all the oppor- 
tunity he needed in the United States, and 
he has an extraordinarily sound 
horse and does not mind taking defeats 
along with victories, he can keep Stymie 
gainfully employed, if he wishes, without 
going west of the Delaware. He thinks 
Stymie is a better horse than Assault, 
either at ten or twelve furlongs. 

But he is not interested in a_ special 
race against either Assault or Armed, he 
said. “In a two-horse race Armed could 
distance him. But with Armed and As- 
sault both in there, it would be different. 
That is. if Armed and Assault have to 
run against one another, Stymie can catch 
them both.” 

Max Hirsch, trainer of Assault, inde- 
pendently voiced the same opinion. “A 
special race with Armed, Assault, and 
Stymie would be bad for Armed and 
Assault. Stymie would not try to out- 
run them until they had cut one another’s 
throats. .. . It'd be like putting two good 
boxers in the ring, letting them beat one 
another up. and then putting in a fresh 
one—see what I mean?” 

Hirsch made no excuses for Assault 
after the race. The Gold Cup had been 
run just as he feared it might be. 

“T told Arearo.” he said, “there were 
three horses in the race, Natchez, Stymie. 
and the 3-year-old (Phalanx). I told him 
to wait back there with Stymie and the 
3-year-old, but don’t let Natchez get so 
far ahead you can’t catch him. He said, 
‘What about the South Americans?’ and 
I said. ‘Well, they’re nice horses and all 
that. but if they can win this ‘race after 
what they've been through, we haven't 
got much horses up here.’ 

“Arcaro could see, pretty early in the 
race, that Natchez was going to be awful 
hard to catch. What was he going to do? 
If he laid back with the others Natchez 
was going to run off with the race. If 
he moved up against a good horse like 
that, he was taking a chance of using 
his horse up and having Stymie pick him 
off at the end. So he made the best guess 
he could and moved up and won the race 
for Stymie; if he had waited back. he 
would have won the race for Natchez. I 
wouldn't have been afraid of anybody if 
Natchez hadn’t been in there.” 

Jimmy Jones, trainer of Armed, had 
exactly the same diagnosis of the situa- 
tion as Max Hirsch and Hirsch Jacobs. 
Stymie would have a big advantage in a 
three-horse race, a big disadvantage in a 
two-horse race. 


since 


Jorge de Atucha. who bred both Ensue- 
no and Endeavour. and who still owns the 
latter. was in Lexington last week to 
have a look at some of the great studs 
and to see the yearling sales at Keene- 
land. He impressed U. S. breeders as a 
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The Empire Gold Cup 


man singularly well informed and sound 
in judgment, and was in turn impressed 
by the excellence of North American stock 
and methods of production. (There is the 
greatest advantage of international rac- 
ing—a new awareness of others’ merits.) 

Mr. Atucha said he and his trainer, 
Alfonso Salvati, were agreed that the 
training routine at Belmont Park had 
staled the South American horses. The 
sudden shift from winter to summer he 
thought important. The plane trip un- 
doubtedly had affected them adversely, 
he thought; Endeavour’s efforts to kick 
the thing to pieces must have hurt him 
more than the plane. But the race itself 
was a model of fair competition. 

He liked the idea of international rac- 
ing. and hoped to come back next year, 
if he happened to have another good 
horse. “But I think that the next time I 
shall send the horse up about two months 
before the race.” 


The Pure in Pedigree 


With Mr. Atucha was Julian Farsky 
de Dada, Hungarian sportsman who moved 
to Buenos Aires after the first World War. 
He just came along to see the race, and, 
like Mr. Atucha. he saw a great deal more 
than the race. 

(“I should like.” said Mr. Farsky.“ to pay 
a little compliment. It was absolutely the 
fairest-run race I ever saw in my life.”) 

Among the things they saw was the 
fact that there are many good _ horses 
in the United States and that there are 
very few good race horses here which are 
eligible to the Argentine stud book, of 
whose controlling commission Mr. Atucha 
is a member. 

Mr. Atucha is aware that his Argentine 
champion Endeavour is not eligible to the 
English or French stud books. Having 
two crosses of Domino, through his third 
dam, Mystify, he is contaminated with the 
American blood which the English hold to 


be pure if it got into the English stud book 
before 1913 but impure if it got into other 
stud books before 1913. 

Mr. Atucha’s comment on this point 
was precise. “Absurd,” he said. 

Of course. Mr. Atucha and Mr. Farsky 
knew about the Jersey Act before they 
came to the United States. But, like 
most racing men in foreign countries, they 
thought the Jersey Act barred only a few 
North American horses from the General 
Stud Book. What showed them the true 
picture was the fact that Mr. Atucha 
wanted to buy some yearling fillies at 
Keeneland, and thought it best to purchase 
stock eligible for the stud book in Argen- 
tina (which follows the English exclusion 
policy). He found only a few in the 
catalogue from which to make his choices. 
He bought two fillies of “pure” blood, 
(*Jacopo—*Best Value and *Hairan— 
*Road Patrol, both from Mereworth), 
and will turn them over for training to 
Horatio Luro, who is now in charge of 
Endeavour’s training. : 

Mr. Farsky is a most knowledgeable 
man about pedigrees. He has a unique 
distinction in that he was able to have 
registered in the French stud book a mare 
called Gilded Wave, a daughter of Gal- 
lant Fox, whose dam is by Celt, son of 
Commando, son of Domino. I saw this 
mare in France last October and, when I 
learned her breeding, was promptly knock- 
ed over with a feather. 

When I asked Francois de Brignac how 
he managed to get this American contam- 
ination into the French stud book (which 
has the same phony standards of purity 
as the English, Argentinian, and American 
stud books), he smiled and said only that 
he had been “very sweet.” From Mr. 
Farsky I received no further enlighten- 
ment. 

As an amateur and not very well in- 
formed Dick Tracy, I should guess that 
the recognition of this Gallant Fox mare 
in France was done under some very 
fine interpretation of the stud book au- 
thority’s rules. I should guess further 
that it was this very fine interpretation 
which brought about, early last year, a 
restatement of the French stud book’s 
policy of barring American blood, on the 
theory that, having let in one impure 
American, they didn’t want any more. 


If all this seems a long way from the 
Empire Gold Cup, it isn’t. If it seems to 
be only the comic page in an otherwise 
sensible paper, it isn’t. For there are 
some horses in Argentina which the rules 
of The Jockey Club would not even have 
let run at Belmont Park, regardless of 
their class. 


If international racing persists, it will 
wash these absurdities of “purity” to the 
surface, and racing men in all countries 
will come to know that purity is only a 
word, a very foolish word when used in 
connection with the pedigrees of good 
horses. 
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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Monmouth Park--- 
Oasis of the East 


Last year Monmouth Park, at Ocean- 
port, N. J., ran a 28-day meeting which 
attracted an average of 13,675 persons 
daily. Among them were laborers work- 
ing on the incomplete grandstand and club 
house. 

Total attendance for the meeting was 
382.900. Pari-mutuel turnover totaled 
$24.016.843. Per diem-per capita betting 
was $62.72. 

When Monmouth Park opened this 
year, Atlantic City, another New Jersey 
track, had just closed with attendance 
down 34 per cent from 1946, wagering 
down 42 per cent. 

Attendance and wagering also were 
down in New York, in Maryland, in 
Rhode Island, in Massachusetts, in Dela- 
ware. In the face of such portents, Mon- 
mouth Park Jockey Club officials would 
have been excused for any slight pessim- 
ism they might have exhibited. 

But for Monmouth Park there was a 
brighter side to the picture. In New York 
the daily double had been abolished last 
year by the New York State Racing Com- 
mission. New York City was taking a 5 
per cent tax from the pari-mutuel turn- 
over, and this also had been blamed for 
part of the wagering decreases. 

Monmouth Park had the daily double. 
It had a new grandstand and club house 
and pleasant landscaping and big park- 
ing areas, and no extra 5 per cent tax. 

To make it easier for the bettors from 
the city, there was a new railroad spur 
which put the customers down close to 
the $2 windows. Last year the patrons 
arriving by train had to walk about six- 
and-a-half furlongs. 

On opening day, special trains ran from 
New York City to Oceanport, carrying 
2.528 persons, or about 15 per cent of 
the total attendance for that day. 

Then there were boats from lower Man- 
hattan to Atlantic Highlands. whence the 


race-goers could finish the trip by special 
bus. 

When the meeting closed on July 30, 
the track’s promotional efforts, coupled 
with the trend of events in New York City, 
had paid dividends. The dividends: 

Monmouth Park was the only eastern 
track to show an attendance increase. At- 
tendance had jumped from 382,900 for 28 
days to 561,525 for 36 days. Average 
daily attendance was 15,597 as compared 
with 13,675, an increase of 14 per cent. 

Monmouth Park was the only eastern 
track to show a_pari-mutuel increase. 
Total handle was $43,371,063 as compared 
with $24,016.843. Average daily handle 
was $1,204,751, an increase of 40 per cent 
over last year’s $857.744. 

Monmouth Park was one of two eastern 
tracks (the other was Narragansett, with 
an increase of 4 per cent) to show an in- 
crease in per diem-per capita betting. 
This year the average wagering per person 
per day was $77.24, up about 24 per 
cent over last year’s $62.72. 


Three days after Monmouth Park closed. 
word came from the New Jersey capital 
at Trenton that the State would receive 
$800,000 more than last year from the 
track. The 4 per cent accruing to the 
State from wagering at the track amount- 
ed to $1,734,842. 

Adding to the rosy racing picture in 
New Jersey was the July 31 opening of 
Atlantic City for its second meeting. 
Handle on opening day was more than 
$1,000,000. During the first meeting there 
had been only three days on which the 
handle had gone above the million dollar 
mark, and opening day wasn’t one of them.

In turn, these countries 
have designated a race for the Hipodromo 
de las Americas and also an exchange of 
trophies.

In general they had expected a drop 
in prices, but not many had looked for the 
drop which came—31 per cent below the 
1946 average of $9,912 and 11 per cent 
below that of 1945. The average for the 
four days of the Breeders’ Sales Company’s 
auctions was $6,877 on 436 head. 

Allowing for the usual disagreements as 
to how much certain horses or consign-

ments should have brought, the market 
was uniformly down through the eight 
sessions, and through all classes. There 
was less money in the yearling market; 
it was being spread in the same fashion 
as usual, only thinner. 

In 1946 the yearlings were distributed in 
three almost equal groups, $10,000 and up, 
between $4,000 and $9,999, and below 
$4,000. This year less than one-fifth 
were at $10,000 or above, and more than 
one-half were below $4,000. With infla- 
tionary factors considered, the downslide 
would be much more pronounced. 


For three years breeders had been won- 
dering “how long it’s going to last.”” They 
were beginning to get the answer. They 
will learn more at Saratoga, and _ still 
more at the Keeneland Fall Sales, where 
a record number of yearlings probably 


will be sold. 


All these sales, and some others, will 
have to be added together before the pic- 


ture is fully developed. But at the top 
the returns are in. You could sell a 
Keeneland Summer Sales yearling for a 
little more than two-thirds of what you 
could get in 1946. 


Distribution in Price Groups 


The classification of yearlings in price 
groups reveals, perhaps better than aver- 
ages, the probabilities faced by the buyer 
and seller. From these totals and per- 
centages horsemen can compute the odds 
against horses reaching specified prices. 

In 1947, 5% of the yearlings reached 
$20,000; in 1946, 12%. 

In 1947, 19% reached $10,000; in 1946, 
36%; in 1945, 21%. 

The middle classification, from $5,000 to 
$9,999, remains rather constant through 
the three years: 30% in 1947, 31% in 
1946, 32% in 1945. What this group has 
gained from the groups above, it has lost 
to those below. 

Highly significant are the figures on 
horses which brought less than $4,000: 
51% in 1947, 33% in 1946, 47% in 1945. 
Under the inflated production costs of the 
past year, it appears likely that this group, 
taken as a whole, represents a very narrow 
profit, if any. It now includes one of 
every two yearlings sold in the most high- 


r 


The drop in yearling averages was cer- 
tain to have at least temporary effect on 
the market for breeding stock. First evi- 
dence of this came on August 1, day 
after the final yearling sales sessions. 

The occasion was a dispersal of brood- 
mares, foals, and yearlings held by Mark 
Leach, young Michigan horseman who 
was retiring from the horse business in 
favor of an automobile dealership in De- 
troit. A fair-sized crowd—Maybe 75— 
showed up for the sale, held at Green- 
acres Farm on the Winchester pike near 
Lexington. 

Several of the broodmares had foals at 
side, and all but one was accompanied by 
a certificate of pregnancy. A purchaser 
had the privilege of having a mare examin- 
ed again within a ten-day period after 
the sale, if he wished, and Mr. Leach 
agreed to return the money if any proved 
barren. The only mare not certified to be 
in foal had been bred very late, and the 
same condition applied to her: She could 
be returned if within a reasonable time 
after the sale she proved barren, and the 
consignor further agreed to pay any ship- 
ping charges incurred by a buyer who 
might have had the mare vanned to his 
farm.

Stallion fees to Tintagel, Hash, Fire- 
thorn, Seven Hearts, High Breeze, Our 
Boots, and Flint Shot had been paid. 

Had yearlings averaged around $9,912, 
as they had in 1946, the mares and their 
sucklings, and the yearlings, would have 
struck many persons as fair investments. 
The yearlings and weanlings could be dis- 
posed of early and no doubt profitably 
at the Keeneland Fall Sales. The in-foal 
mares could be expected to produce some- 
thing readily saleable on a market that 
had an insatiable appetite. 

But it was August 1, 1947, the day 
after reality. During the previous four 
days the average price of yearlings had 
dropped 31 per cent from a year ago. No- 
body was certain as to what this meant, but 
it wasn’t a green light, for sure. 

Mares by Fair Wind, Ginger Ted, *Porte 
Drapeau, *Kitcat 2nd, Giant Killer, were 
led into the ring. Most of them had foals 
at side. The bystanders were polite, but 
that was all. They kept their hands in 
their pockets, their voices subdued. They 
made no bids.

The $500 stud 
fee had been paid. There were no bids. 


Then the yearlings were brought out. 
The horsemen present looked with mild 
interest at two fillies by Forever Prince, 
but they made no move toward buying 
them. 

The best individual on the premises was 
led in. This was a well grown, sturdy 
chestnut colt by Okapi out of Elizabeth 
Kennedy. Last year six Okapi yearlings 
sold by auction had averaged $4,000. This 
one scarcely averaged a glance per spec- 
tator. 

Four more yearlings remained to be 
led out after this one. But Mr. Leach 
had had enough. He would not show any 
more of the stock. If anyone was really 
interested in buying any of the mares or 
yearlings, they could be had privately. 

“Tm sorry this break in the market 
didn’t show up sooner,” he smiled rue- 
fully. “If I’m going to have to stay in the 
horse business, I’d have kept my horses 
in training. They were live assets. I'll 
have to wait on this breeding stock.”

A great many of the names prominent 
on the list of yearling buyers at Keene- 
land in past summers were in evidence 
again this year, but there also was a size- 
able number who did not make any put- 
chases at the 1947 sales. 


Of last year’s four leading buyers 
(Maine Chance Farm, seven head, aver- 
age $32,875; Jay Paley, 12 head, $17,566; 
Emil Schwarzhaupt, 11 head, $19,000; 
and Brookmeade Stable, ten head, $20,- 
340), only the name of Paley was promin- 
ent this year. He and his partner Leon 
Levy, who race as the Jaclyn Stable, led 
the list of buyers in 1947. They bought 
six head for $153,500, average $25,583.

was underbidder on a few lots. Because 
of heavy taxes, she explained, she was 
virtually out of the yearling market this 
year, but expected to buy some horses 
next year. It was the first time since 
1944 that she hadn’t been the leading 
buyer. William Helis, principal buyer in 
1943, only year in which Mrs. Graham 
had not led the Keeneland purchasers, 
through Henry Knight bought three head 
for $37,000. 

A good many of the smaller buyers 
were able to take advantage of the 
changed market and obtain yearlings of 
potentially higher class than they had 
been able to afford in other years. Agents 
whose principals had not foreseen the 
drop in the market and had issued instruc- 
tions on the basis of last year’s prices, 


found it easier to buy what they wanted 
under their ceiling price. 

Surprisingly enough, in view of the 31 
per cent drop in average, more buyers ob- 
tained yearlings than in some time. Books 
of the Breeders’ Sales Company showed 
170 purchasers, as against 130 last year, 
137 the year before that. Average amount 
spent by each of the 170 buyers this year 
was about $17,500. Last year it was $31.,- 
600, in 1945 it was $22,890. The list of

Keeneland consignor with the highest 
over-all batting average is Dr. Eslie As- 
bury, the quality of whose Forest Retreat 
Farm yearlings has placed him at or near 
the top of the list of leading consignors 
since the sales were moved to Lexington 
in 1943. 

Because of the quality of the individu- 
als, and the small consignments (Dr. As- 
bury has never-sold more than six, some- 
times has sold as few as four), he holds 
an advantage over breeders who sell 
larger lots. 

In 1947, as in 1943 ($7,120 average for 
five head) and 1944 ($13,800 for six) the 
Forest Retreat consignment topped the 
list in point of averages. Six head sold 
for a total of $132,900, average $22,150. 
In 1945 the Forest Retreat consignment 
was fifth in averages with six head at 
$12,250, and it was second last year with 
four head at $25,125. 

Leslie Combs 2nd, the leader in 1946 
with a $26,120 average on five yearlings, 
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was second this year with $17,500 for 
seven. A. B. Gay, who averaged $13,366 
for three head last year, got $13,667 for 
three head this year. 


Newcomers to the list of leaders, includ- 
ing only consignors averaging $9,000 or 
more with as many as three yearlings, are 
Murlogg Farm, Puckety Farm, Douglas 
M. Davis, and Ira Drymon. Charles A. 
Asbury and Coldstream Stud were among 
the leaders in other years. 


Last year the list of leaders was com- 
posed of 13 breeders averaging upwards 
of $10,000. Nine of the 13 averaged above 
$12,000. This year only nine qualified 
with averages of $9,000 or above, and only 
four of these passed the $12,000-mark. 
The $26,120 average for Leslie Combs 2nd 
last year on five head remains the all-time 
high.

000; *Ambrose Light—Generosity; and 
Unbreakable—Carolla, $5,000. 

A bay filly by *Heliopolis—Bisonette, 
by High Time, bought by Arnold Hanger 
from the Mereworth Farm consignment, 
later was purchased privately by Mr. 
Cromwell for Mrs. Adams. The Adams 
yearlings were to be shipped to California 
this week. 

Mrs. Adams, 8 large-scale buyer for the 
first time, is a daughter of the late Mrs. 
Graham Fair Vanderbilt (Fair Stable), 


who raced Sarazen. 


For Edward Lasker, Mr. Cromwell

A filly by Tiger—Fly- 
ing Rita, $1,600, was for John A. Botten. 

A chestnut colt by Challedon—Mint 
Royal, by *Royal Minstrel, a $12,000 pur- 
chase from Ira Drymon, was bought by 
Mr. Cromwell personally. He will be turn- 
ed over to Trainer Howard Wells. - 


The highest-priced filly of the sales 
series, as generally expected, was A. B. 
Hancock’s powerful daughter of Count 
Fleet and the noted producer Risk. John 
H. Clark, representing a California client, 
bid $31,000 for her, then E. E. D. Shaffer 
went to $35,000. As the hammer fell, 
E. P. Taylor was trying to bid $36,000. 

Mr. Clark got Mr. Hancock’s *Jacopo— 
Petaline filly at $2,500 for the account of 
Harry M. Warner, of California. The 
*Mahmoud—Shell Hole filly which he 
bought from A. A. Baldwin Monday after- 
noon for $6,600 was for his own account. 


Robert J. Kleberg, Jr., boss of the King 
Ranch, was not present at the sales, nor 
was his trainer, Max Hirsch, Sr. But 
both of them had made pre-sale inspec- 
tions of numerous yearlings, and instruc- 
tions for bidding had been left with Mr. 
berg’s friend Howard Rouse, of Midway. 


The *Bull Dog—Spotted Beauty colt brought the highest price of the four-day 
yearling sales at Keeneland when the Jaclyn Stable (Jay Paley and Leon Levy) paid 
$45,000 for him. Last year the three-quarter brother Royal Blood brought $50,000. 


He was sold by Coldstream Stud. (Mack Hughes photo by Yuland Conaway.) 
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Ky. Mr. Rouse sat behind Trainer Willie 
Cramp and prompted him while the latter 
outbid Frank Frankel for Mereworth’s 
Whirlaway colt out of the dam of Twi- 
light Tear, at $37,500 the highest-priced 
yearling of the first two days. 

Before this colt was sold announcer Joe 
H. Palroer read a statement from Dr. 
Cassius Way with regard to a “small 
growth on the outside of the left stifle.” 
Dr. Way, in consultation with Dr. W. W. 
Dimock and Mereworth’s manager Dr. H. 
S. White reported that the growth had 
been X-rayed and showed no indications 
that it was of a bony nature. It was pos- 
sibly a small cyst, and caused no interfer- 
ence with the colt’s gait. 


Charles E. Nelson, who bought the 
*Bull Dog—No Risk filly out of the Han- 
cock consignment for $11,000, is making 
a collection of *Bull Dog mares for his 
farm at Ritchie, Md. He is owner of the 
Equipoise stallion A La King. 


Purchases made by Sidney Watters, Jr., 
of Ligonier, Pa., were for the account of 
R. K. (Dick) Mellon, who was making 
his first venture into the yearling market 
and now plans for the first time to have 
a flat-racing stable. Mr. Mellon up to 
now has been more interested in steeple- 
chasers. Mr. Watters, a former amateur 
rider who has been training the Mellon 
jumpers, will now handle the flat-racing 
stable. Accompanying Mr. Watters to 
the sale were young E. Barry Ryan, one of 
the grandsons of the late Thomas Fortune 
Ryan, and John Lee, who has given up 
his plans for a veterinary career in favor 
of training. 


E. Barry Ryan bought from  Tollie 
Young’s Creekview Farm a colt by Re- 
quested out of Vagrant for $13,500. Vag- 
rant, formerly in Harry Hart’s Swing- 
along Stud, which had its headquarters at 
Creekview, is the dam of the stakes win- 
ner They Say, by Roman. Mr. Young 
bought her for $100. 


On the Spotted Beauty colt Leon Levy 
did his own bidding. Usually he had sat 
with Trainer George Odom, but this was 
his first experience as a ringside buyer 
and he apparently enjoyed it. 

The Jaclyn Stable, which emerged as the 
leading buyer of the sale, getting six 
head for $153,500, took its present form 
on January 1, 1947, when Mr. Levy enter- 
ed into a partnership with his wife’: 
uncle, Jay Paley. Under his own name 
Mr. Paley had been the second largest 
buyer at the 1946 Keeneland Summer 
Sales, getting 12 head for $210,800. The 
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stable was named for their daughters, 
Jackie Paley and Lynne Levy. 


Mr. Levy operates station WCAU in 
Philadelphia and is a director of the 
Columbia 
Paley, who was also a leading figure in 
radio, has retired. 


The Jaclyn Stable got the two highest- 
priced yearlings of the sale, going to 
$40,000 for Forest Retreat Farm’s *Blen- 
heim 2nd—Evening Shadow colt before 
getting the *Bull Dog—Spotted Beauty 
colt for $45,000. Trainer George Odom 
was delighted at the opportunity provided 
by the enthusiasm of Messrs. Paley and 
Levy and the quinescence of Maine Chance 
Farm. The son of Evening Shadow he 
described as “the best yearling I’ve seen 
in two years.” But he was not far behind 
in his appraisal of the son of *Bull Dog 
—Spotted Beauty and the War Admiral 
—Bird of Blue colt. The latter was pur- 
chased at $30,000 from Forest Retreat 
Farm. 


For a moment it appeared that Thor- 
oughbred racing had gained an import- 
ant recruit in the person of James B. 
Johnston, who with his wife now owns the 
famous old Castleton Farm at Lexington. 
He was the last man to shake his head be- 
fore Coldstream Stud’s *Bull Dog—Spot- 
ted Beauty colt was knocked down to the 
Jaclyn Stable for $45,000, highest price 
of the sale. But Mr. Johnson was not 
bidding for himself. A friend had ask- 
ed him to go to $41,000 for the colt, and 
he had gone a little higher than his limit, 
to $43,000. 


Warren G. Douglass, one of the coun- 
try’s most expert yearling judges, picked 
two of the seven yearlings bought by 
Louisville’s William Veeneman. These 
were Mrs. Clyde Smith’s Easy Mon—Last 
Inning colt and Stoner Creek Stud’s Blue 
Larkspur—Granny Reigh colt. 


Mr. Douglass also was particularly pleas- 
ed with a colt by Boss Hoss—Little Nymph, 
bought from the Murlogg Farm consign- 
ment for $7,000. “I like him,” the trainer 
said. “Jimmy Jones (Calumet Farm) 
looked at him and said he was the best 
balanced yearling he had seen.” 


C. W. Damon will break the Veeneman 
yearlings at Keeneland. 


His own yearlings are consigned to 
Saratoga, but super-salesman Henry H. 
Knight visited Keeneland to watch other 
salesmen show their products. The French 
stallions Priam, Hierocles, and Adaris, 
which he bought on a recent visit to the 
Continent, probably will be brought to the 
U. S. in October, he said. It has not been 
decided if they will be flown across, or 
shipped by boat.

For 30 years or more Charles H. Wil- 
liams, of Detroit, owned and trained hor- 
ses. Then he began manufacturing steel 
products at Sebewing, Mich., and dropped 
out of active participation in racing. To 
make up for time lost when he was in 
business, he visited the Keeneland sales 
with Jack Welch, eyed yearlings each 
morning, took in the sales during the 
afternoon and night. In his racing days 
he was associated at various times with 
Sam Hildreth and Rome Respess. 


Murlogg Farm, of Evansville, and A. B. 
Karle, of Crawfordsville, were the only 
two consignors from Indiana. R. J. Mur- 
phy, of Murlogg, said Fighting Step was 
bred to 23 mares this spring. Sixteen 
were outside mares. The son of Fighting 
Fox—Stepinanna, by Misstep, stands at 
Samuel D. Riddle’s Faraway Farm. Mr. 
Murphy formerly was in the real estate 
and wholesale hardware business. 


Purchases made by Bobby Curran, the 
Maryland trainer, were for Thomas Bragg 
and J. W. Merritt. The latter is from 
Rockville, Md. Mr. Curran said he ex- 
pected to buy some more yearlings private- 
ly, and also would attend the Saratoga 
sales. All told, he got 15 head at Keene- 
land for $74,600. He was acting mostly 
on behalf of Mr. Bragg, who ordinarily is 
not active in the yearling market but this 
time thought horses were selling out of 
line with their values. These are not to be 
added to the small stable that races in the 
name of Mrs. Vera S. Bragg, but will 
race for Mrs. Bragg. 


Yearlings he bought last week were the 
first Thoroughbreds owned by Freeman 
Keyes, whose 660-acre Reverie Knoll 
Farm near Danville has produced some 
outstanding saddle horses and fine cattle. 

Mr. Keyes, president of the Russell M. 
Seeds Company, a Chicago advertising 
agency, expects to expand into racing and 
breeding. Until the demands of his other 
interests became too great, auctioneer 
George Swinebroad managed Reverie 
Knoll. Mr. Keyes went to $15,500 on the

The association recently inaugurated a 
custom of picking a “broodmare of the 
year,” and Bloodroot was their first selec- 
tion. The daughter of Blue Larkspur— 
*Knockaney Bridge, by Bridge of Earn, 
was represented last year by the stakes 
winners Be Faithful, Bimelette, and Bric 
a Bac. Mr. Phipps acquired her when 
the Thoroughbreds owned by the late Col. 
E. R. Bradley were apportioned among 


members of the purchasing syndicate last 
fall. 


Dr. Jack Baker, resident veterinarian at 
Louis B. Mayer’s farm in California, was 
a visitor at sales time. He inspected 
*Hunters Moon 4th, standing at Ed John- 
stone’s Lexington Stud; *Bernborough, at 
Leslie Combs 2nd’s Spendthrift Farm; and 
other Mayer breeding stock in Kentucky. 


The consignment sold by Royce G. 
Martin’s Woodvale Farm was made up 
of yearlings by the young sires Haltal 
and Our Boots. Within the next month, 
the Woodvale Thoroughbreds will be 
moved from the Martin farm near Paris, 
Ky., to a portion of Dixiana bought re- 
cently. The name Woodvale will move 
with the horses, Mr. Martin said. He will 
use the old colonial home on the property 
as a part-time residence. The farm near 
Paris has been sold; identity of the pur- 
chaser will be disclosed later. 


Yearlings bought by Trainer Henry 
Forrest, who is racing at Detroit, will be 
broken at Douglas Park, Louisville, by 
Chester O’Malley.

Conservative but not shy, Howard G. 
Underwood had one yearling to sell. One 
among 455, it offered a problem in how to 
attract the buyers’ attention. 

He opened his campaign by taking a 
double-page spread in THE BiLoop-Horse. 
Across the two pages was printed only 
“We are conservative—Hip No. 133.” 

Quick-on-the-draw buyers, other con- 
signors, and the just-plain-curious set new 
records in thumbing their catalogues to 
Hip No. 133. 

Underwood also printed stacks of post- 
card-size pictures, passed them out with 
absolutely no provocation, the recipients 
including, it was said, even the workmen 
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who came to Underwood’s Blue Acres 
Farm to connect an oil tank to a furnace. 

On the telephone poles leading to 
Keeneland, Underwood tacked posters: 
Hip No. 133. 

There also was a rumor, later proved 
unfounded, that the butter patties at Lex- 
ington’s Hotel Lafayette carried the same 
phrase. Another unfounded rumor was 
that one absent-minded motorist en route 
to Nashville followed Hip No. 133 on a 
series of telephone poles, ending up lost 
on a country road. 


Biggest single weakness in the market 
was the lack of action on the part of Maine 
Chance Farm, owned by Mrs. Elizabeth N. 
Graham. Mrs. Graham sat with Leslie 
Combs 2nd in her usual place on the 
second row. Her trainer, Tom Smith, had 
inspected yearlings on the Sunday pre- 
ceding the sales, but had left that night. 
Two yearlings were knocked down to Mr. 
Combs, but no announcement was made 
that they were for the account of Mrs. 
Graham. 

Other import antabsences: Emil Schwarz- 
haupt. of Chicago, who last year bought 
11 for $209,000 at the summer sales; 
Brookmeade Stable (Mrs. Dodge Sloane), 
who in 1946 paid $203.400 for ten; Cedar 
Farm (Mrs. John Bromley), whose 
1946 total was ten head for $122,000. Mill 
River Stable (Mrs. Barclay Douglas). 
which last year spent $105,200 for five, 
spent $19,000 for one. 


The Lester Manor Stable spent $47,000 
buying three yearlings out of the consign- 
ment of Leslie Combs 2nd, and_alto- 
gether bought five for $55,100. This 
stable. trained by the old-timer George 
Strate. and winner of three races the 
week before the sale. is owned by Frank 
Heller and Benjamin O’Shea. The latter 
is chairman of the board of the Union 
Carbide and Carbon Corporation. 


One of the paradoxes of yearling sales 
is that trainers scold about fat yearlings 
but won't pay good prices for lean ones. 
After the auctions five buyers (Jaclyn 
Stable, Frank Frankel. Christiana Stable. 
Mrs. Marian du Pont Scott, Harry Isaacs) 
sent 16 yearlings to Coldstream Stud for a 
few weeks of rendering before breaking 
operations begin. 


Bidding throughout the sales was ex- 
tremely slow in comparison with previous 
years. Afternoon sessions stretched from 
3:30 to about 6 o’clock. On one occasion 
Auctioneer Doc Bond had to take $100 
raises from about $3,000 up on a yearling 
which went past $10,000. 


Tyson Gilpin, who has succeeded his fa- 
ther, the late Kenneth N. Gilpin, as presi- 
dent of the Fasig-Tipton Company, was 
among the most interested observers at 
the sale.

able to confirm the general impression that 
this season’s classic colts are considerably 
in advance of those of 1946. 


It was realised after the Derby (and, 
in some quarters, before it) that Tudor 
Minstrel was not a stayer, but everyone 
had hoped that his brilliant speed would 
enable him to last out this ten. 
furlong race at Sandown Park, in spite 
of its stiff finish. No illusions, how. 
ever, remain. What does remain is that 
he is as game as he is fast, and _ that 
Migoli is probably a very good sort of 
3-year-old. They are naturally talking 
about him as the likely St. Leger winner. 


Migoli is a son of the imported Bois 
Roussel, who won the Derby in 1938. 
Bois Roussel, the property of the Hon. 
Peter Beatty, is at stud at Newmarket and 
is the sire of many high-class winners, in- 
cluding the substitute 1944 St. Leger 
winner Tehran, and a promising 3-year- 
old of this season named Woodruffe. Bois 
Roussel, of course, is a tail-male descen- 
dent of St. Simon through Vatout, Prince 
Chimay, and Chaucer. 

Migoli’s dam is Mah Iran. a daughter of 
*Bahram and Mah Mahal, by Gains. 
borough out of Mumtaz Mahal. by The 
Tetrarch out of Lady Josephine, by Sund- 
ridge out of Americus Girl. Winner and 
second, in other words, are of the same 
brilliant and much-discussed family. Here

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be interested. For ourselves. we may be 
content that we are getting back to St. 
Simon blood which we have so_ badly 
missed in the top halves of some of our 
pedigrees. I have always been convinced 
that Bois Roussel was one of our very 
good Derby winners, and it is more than 
satisfactory that he is establishing him- 
self so firmly and in the place where he 
is most needed. 

Pearl Diver, another distinguished mem- 
ber of the St. Simon line, is still being 
angled for over here but I very much 
doubt whether his owner will part with 
him, on whatever terms. If he comes to 
Claude Halsey, who prepared him so 
skillfully for the Derby, and if he comes 
here in good time, he will probably start 
favourite for the St. Leger. in spite of his 
recent setback. 

Maybe we do not have international rac- 
ing over here on such a grand scale as 
you do, but at least our relations with 
France, and of course with Ireland, are 
now closer than they have ever been be- 
fore. Most of the interchanges of sires 
and mares have been in favour of the 
French, but, as I have mentioned before, 
several of their mares have visited our 
stallions this season, and vice versa. 

For example, Mr. Peter Beatty, Bois 
Roussel’s owner, has recently bought 
Winterhalter (1937), by Gainsborough 
Perce Neige, and is serding him to his 
stud farm at Alencon, Orne. The Italian 
champion Niccolo dell’Arca has just ar- 
rived here, accompanied by eight brood- 
mares and a couple of foals. Yong Lo, 
who beat Coroaze in the Grand Prix de 
St. Cloud. is now on his way here. which, 
reminds me that the great Souverain, who 
was coming over to run at Goodwood, will 
not come, after all. There has been 
some fuss over money between his owner 
and the French authorities. Mr. Schmidt 
wants to be allowed to spend a share of 
his stake winnings in this country, but 
he is not to be allowed to do so. A French 
syndicate also is negotiating for Gulf 
Stream. without success. 


The official return of the vearling sale 
which concluded at Newmarket last week 
has not yet come my way. but an un- 
official estimate is that 190 lots were 
sold for 174,825 guineas. averaging 924 
guineas. an advance of 79 guineas over 
last year. The Maharajah of Baroda paid 
10.000 guineas for a chestnut colt by 
Nearco out of Sol d*Or, not a very good 
mare, but a granddaughter of Fair Simone, 
who was on the fringe of top class when 
racing and the dam of two good winners. 


Messrs. Tattersall’s are being flooded 
with requests for the Autumn sales (the 
big September Sales at Doncaster were 
full months ago) and are devoting five 
days to yearlings alone at the end of 


October.

Leaders Among 


2-Y ear-Olds

RoME 

Our best juvenile during the spring and 
the early summer is Trencore, a chestnut 
filly by Bozzetto—Talma, by Papyrus. She 
has very good speed, and is of top class. 
Her structure is good, but rather ordinary, 
like her full brother, the 3-year-old chest- 
nut Trovaso, who gave hopes early this 
season, but was later spoiled by overtrain- 
ing, and is now regaining his right place 
among the colts of his division. 

Trencore has run three times, winning 
always with superiority, against best fillies 
and colts available, and it seems that no 
other youngster is able to match her at 
the present time. She is owned by the 
Scuderia Mantova. 

The Scuderia Mantova hasn’t any other 
top-class horse of young age, besides Tren- 
core, but other stables seem to have a 
couple of them, or more. Federico Tesio 
has started five youngsters to date, and 
two of them, at least, appear to be out- 
standing. They are the colt Renoir, by 
Vezzano—Barbara Burrini, by Papyrus, 


and the filly Trevisana, by Niccolo dell’ 
Arca—Tafanella, by Apelle. 

Renoir is a good-looking colt, half bro- 
ther to the top juvenile winner of 1945, 
Romanella. Renoir won his first start, 
but was beaten in the stake Premio Bimbi 
by Trencore and Clodia. He is rather a 
morning horse, and is not yet a complete 
racer, neither in size nor in temperament. 

Trevisana has made only one start, win- 
ning in impressive style. She is half sister 
to this year’s top horse Tenerani, and to 
the 1943 crack filly Tokamura. Many 
hopes are pointed on this filly. 

Astolfina, winner twice, including the 
stake Premio Primi Passi, is rather a very 
speedy flyer than a filly with a great fu- 
ture. Her dam, Aspertiwa, was a flyer, 
too, and foaled Astolfina to Niccolo dell 
*Arca. This stallion has now ended his 
Italian career, and will be placed in a 
British stud in 1948. The two remaining 
Tesio youngsters are Ubertino (Niccolo 
dell’ Arca—Bukumbi, by *Bahram), still 
a green horse, who ran once unplaced, 
and Camuccina (filly by Niccolo dell ’Arca 
—Coronary, by Hyperion), which is not 
much for the present. 

The Razza del Soldo has presented 
three very fine horses, but none of 
them has been very lucky. Carniola is 
the most beautiful of them all; she is a 
filly who would bring in a top price at 
any auction sale. She is by Pilade— 


Going to Saratega---chertuut colt by Omaha 
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Karenina, by *Blenheim 2nd, and was 
twice beaten by a margin, having also 
suffered from cough. She is expected to 
be the outstanding filly of her stable. 

Fragore is a bay colt, not very big but 
well built, by Orsenigo—Fracassina, by 
Cranach. He won at his first start, proy- 
ing a rather mature horse, and one who 
can fight. He is representing the first 
crop of the mighty Orsenigo, including 
four colts and two fillies only, as the son 
of Oleander—Ostana was rather spared 
in his first season. 

The third horse trained by Federico Re. 
goli is the colt Sabello, a grand horse who 
appears very promising, and has a power 
which can carry him far. Sabello is by 
*Ortello—Babla, by Pilade, and is the first 
live foal of his dam, who was a very good 
winner here. Sabello lost ground at his 
debut, some five or six lengths, which is 
a lot on five furlongs, ran after the group, 
caught everything at a furlong from home, 
won by the same margin he had lost at the 
gate. This was a very outstanding per- 
formance. Sabello wasn’t so brilliant in 
the Premio Bimbi, where he ran fourth 
behind Trencore, Clodia, and Renoir. 


Fillies Better Than Colts 


Generally, the fillies have been better 
than the colts in this first period of the 
year. We regard this as a good sign, pre- 
suming that with time colts are going to

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be stronger than fillies. This belief has 
worked well every time here in Italy, and 
I hope that next year there will be good 
horses in the classics. 

Another prominent filly is Cortealta, 
owned by the large Scuderia Miani, and 
by Moroni—Cordova, by Havelock. Cor- 
tealta beat Carniola by a head, was later 
beaten by Trencore, but came down to 
Rome to win two of the best juvenile races 
at the Capannelle, beating the best on the 
spot. She is very speedy much in the 
same way of Astolfina, and I am doubt- 
ful whether both of them will be so pro- 
minent at three on the distance. 

The Scuderia Miani is improving the 
quality of its crops every year. This stud 
has got not less than fifty mares, but un- 
fortunately the stock is not first choice. 
Many more years will be necessary be- 
fore it produces top horses as a rule. In 
the meantime, Scuderia Miani is having 
luck almost exclusively with its fillies. 
Besides Cortealta, it has shown in the sea- 
son other good fillies: Bartesina (Moroni 
—Battels. by Bosworth). Isola Rizza, and 
Mira. Mira belongs to the first crop of 
Nicolaus, a brown horse by Solario— 
Nogara, in whose blood lie many hopes in 
Italy. Clodia, by Bozzetto—Caffeina. by 
Fenole, did very well in the season, win- 
ning three races and surrendering only to 
Trencore in the Premio Bimbi. She is 
rather light and precocious, and I am not 


sure’she will stay at three. One more good 
filly is La Grazia, by Trau—Loredana, by 
Onafrasimus, representing the first crop 
of Trau, who is a stakes-winning full bro- 
ther to Traghetto, and of course half- 
brother to Trencore. 

The Razza Ticino, which owns two of 
the biggest stud farms in Italy, besides 
the stallions Orsenigo. Macherio, Naka- 
muro, and Erno, is entering the competi- 
tion on a national basis. This year trainer 
Louis Turner has brought on the track 
one colt by Orsenigo: the bay Sassofer- 
rato, out of Sava, by Cranach. This colt 
looks rather bad to amateurs, because he 
is not nice at all. But neither was his sire, 
after all. 

The important thing is that Sassofer- 
rato draws from his father the enormous 
driving power which made Orsenigo fam- 
ous. Sassoferrato has woii two races, the 
first in the mud the same day of the 
Gran Premio, and his action makes him 
more like a machine than like a_ horse. 
Both he and Fragore are well outlining 
the possibilities of Arsenigo as a stallion: 
it seems that the son of Oleander is im- 
pressing his get with his own peculiari- 
ties, and this is just what we look for. 

By the way, I have visited the yearlings 
and colts by Orsenigo at the Razza Ticino’s 
stud farms, and I found them terribly 
strong and efficient. No one of them is 
“nice” in the full sense of the word, but 


each one has something. The fight be. 
tween Orsenigo and Nakamuro is going 
to be prolonged at stud, because Nakamuro 
is also siring fine colts, with a great air 
of distinction. They should do well. 

Other colts who ran successfully in Rome 
are Eldorado (by Arco—Eia), and Rip. 
etta (by Arco—Robbia), though they do 
not seem top. Ela is one of the mares 
purchased by Rex Ellsworth and shipped 
to England. 


The Premio d’Estate, last of our great 
summer races, was run at San Siro July 
6 and gave Zanlupo the opportunity for 
an outstanding victory. 

Our top 4-year-old colt, which had de- 
serted the Gran Premio di Milano for 
fear of a dry track and also because he 
was not in top condition, had no difficulty 
in putting his stablemate Zibellino away 
half way through the stretch. 

The older Pinacolo was third and 
Tesio’s Donato di Niccolo was fourth. 
The Scuderia Mantova filly Veneta Marina 
was fifth and last. 

Zanlupo probably now will be rested 
until autumn when he will look for one or 
two more big purses. He is a very good 
horse yet. but perhaps he reached his 
peak in May when he won his first three 
races of the year in great style. 

One should not forget Zanlupo is a 
“rebuilt” horse and that his sire’s pro- 
ducts often couple class with a certain

The 
same happened this year to Zaratustra, 
by Zliten—Zembla, which won the Premio 
Parioli and hasn’t been the same since. 

Zaratustra was recently purchased by 
Mr. Neni da Zara and is being trained 
over the hurdles. Mr. da Zara’s stable is 
almost entirely devoted to jumping races 
and is perhaps the greatest of its kind 
in Italy. 


Little Steeplechasing 


Hurdling and steeplechasing are facing 
troublesome times in this country, owing 
to the scarcity of horses for flat races 
and to the lack of good jockeys and 
trainers. San Siro’s track in Milan is the 
only one providing regular hurdles and 
steeplechase calendar during the year. 
On the other tracks, the specialities have 
been discontinued almost entirely. The 
reopening of Merano in October will oc- 
casion a revival of this type of racing, 
which never had any influence on breed- 
ing and selection. 

Back again to the Premio d’Estate. The 
race is at 114 miles and generally is run 
on a very hard track. It is deplorable 
that Donato di Niccolo did not run his 
best. This colt has great possibilities, 
but he is extremely lazy, and apparently 
he doesn’t like to fight on. When he wants 
to go, sometimes, in the morning gallops, 
he has proved better than Tenerani, but 
Tenerani is a perfect athlete and does not 
fail in a race. 


Night Attendance Enormous 


The Leghorn summer meeting opened 
on July 6, and the first night was very 
successful. The attendance was_ enor- 
mous, and the track was all set up anew 
after the ruins of war. Many of those 
attending the opening night had come to 
Leghorn for the bathing season, and they 
helped to make the meeting much brighter 
than it would have been during another 
time of year. 

The races are only for second and third 
rate horses, but I do want to stress the 
advantages of night racing for the race- 
goers in the summertime. The Leghorn 
track is so placed that by running in 
daytime, spectators would be oppressed by 
the sun and heat. The desire for pleasant 
racing is being felt all over Italy. Night 
racing is practiced in Milan twice a week, 
also in Rome for trotting races and on 
several minor tracks. 

The country still is short of electric 
power, so increasing the amount of night 
racing might be difficult in the near fu- 
ture, but if things go well, within the next 
five or six years there may be nothing but 
night racing in this country during the 
summer.
